Books of the Week. 


THE NAVY AT GALLIPOLI. 

Sir Julian Corbett’s second volume of 
“ Naval Operations’ in the Great War is 
mainly occupied with the oe second 
phases of the Gallipoli xpedition— 
namely, the naval attgck and the first 
landing. To the student of naval strategy 
‘it is probable that this volume may prove 
the most interesting of the series, for the 
study of the operations of a military force, 
intended to bring about a.diversien in & 
subsidiary quarter and dependent for its 
very existence on sea-control, can draw 
inspiration from wars of the past and lay 
down guiding principles for those of the 
future. The author can find in English 
history only one close parallel—the ill- 
fated Walcheren expedition. Space hardly 
allows him to. develop his investigations 
into the past; for otherwise he could 
hardly have failed to dwell on the parallel 
afforded by the Athenian expedition to 
Sicily during the Peloponnesian War. 

What involved us in the Gallipoli ad- 
venture? Was it the Russian cry for help 
in the early days of January, 1915, or the 
hope of relieving pressure on the Western 
front, or the necessity of sosa? “ne Í Italy 
and Bulgaria with the power of the Allies! 


| Whatever the cause, Sir Julian Corbett 


lays his finger on the compelling force. 
“ The old influences, which had never per- 
mitted us to concéntrate in the main Euro- 
pean theatre of a great war, were about 
to reassert themselves. Probably at this 
juncture the stirring of-the old instanct 
was rather felt than consciously realised. 
It was held that ‘to commit so large a 
rt of our force as Sir John French 
emanded to the Continent was pre- 
mature.” Yet, despite the fact that 
British military thought recoiled some- 
what from the French ideas of the war in 
tif West, the military attitude remained 
non-committal. From the purely naval 
point of view—on the assumption that it 
was merely a question of the Navy's forc- 
ing the Straits—a military force was not 
essential. As the forts were reduced by 
ships’ gun-fire, landing ies of marines 
or of the Royal Naval Division would 
complete the work of destruction, and 
gradual progress would thus be effected. 

Lord Fisher, it is true, did not agree 
with this view. He always held that it 
should be a combined operation from the 
outeet. It was only by strong Cabinet 
pressure that he was brought to give a 
modified assent. When it came to the 

int, after the more or less ineffectual 

mbardment of mid-February, of deciding 
whether the troops should be sent in 
tolerable strength, Lord Kitchener could 
not agree. The indecision which marked 
matters for the next two months, or rather 
the lack of co-ordination between the war 
staffs and the political chiefs at home— 
these are matters which the report of the 
Dardanelles Commission renders it almost 
unnecessary to labour. 

On the naval side, however, it is strange 
how little those on the spot realised the 
inefficacy of gun-fire against forts. Absence 
of proper atrcrat fostered the delusion 
that matters were proceeding better than 
was, in fact, the case. The first warning: 
note was struck by Captain Fitzmaurice, 
of the Triumph, who, a few months pre- 
viously, had watched the Japanese attack 
on Tsingtau. He held that without com- 
manding spotting stations on shore 
ships’ fire was almost useless. This 
was as early as the 3rd March. Had 
the troops n there at the time to 
seize such stations, the history of the ex- 

ition might have been very different ; 
ut’ they were still far off and the War 
Office had not as yet committed itself to a 
military expedition. Its only instructions 
were to use such troops as might be sent 
from Egypt ae a landing force to take the 
forts in reverse. 

The Navy's desperate attempts to do the 
impossible single-handed -in the following 
three weeks are most ably described, and 
the part played by the French Navy is 
brought into told: relief. The early 
sthahe from the sea—in particular, the 
work of the naval crews on the mine- 
sweeper—are apt to be lost sight of in the 
more deadly military landings. No one 
can read these pages without a glow of 
admiration for the quiet work. of the naval 
crews on April 25th and the following 
days. Mnch of this volume is inevitably 
occupied with the military side of the 
operations; but Sir Julian Corbett. has 
preserved a nice balance so as to lay 
stress on the essential help of the Navy 
throughout. z 

During this period the submarine peril 
was beginning to make itself felt in home 
waters. Sir Julian's account of the quasi- 
blockzde measures adopted by both sides, 
culminating in the German proclamation 
of the war-zone on February 18th, 1915, is 
wricten in a very fair-minded spirit. He 
does not attempt to disguise the fact that 
Great Britain was extending the law of 
contraband to the utmost, though she had 
ample precedents in history and in Ger- 
many s own practice for so doing. Great 
Britain had no need to justify drastic 
measures by drawing attention to such 
callous incidents as the shelling of Sear- 
borough—which, with the fight off the 
Dogger -Bank, represents Germany 's con- 
tribution to legitimate sea-warfare during 
the six-months covered by this volume. The 
closing chapter, which deals with the in- 
tensive submarine campaign, culminating 
in the sinking of the Lusitania, bears on 
its face the condemnation of all Germany's 
theories and practices. ,

“I have just passed Colonel House on the 
street. e most wonderful seeing eyes I 
ever saw!”

ITALIAN WANDERINGS. | 

Mr. Norman Douglas would nd have 
been altogether happy in the company of 
Dr. Ramage, to whose “Nooks and By- 
ways of Italy,’’ written nearly a hundred 
years ago, he introduces us; nor would 
the doctor have found the sucdessor in 
his footsteps altogether a Gongenial com- 
rade. He might have found himself just 
a little too far intrigued in some wayside 
adventure not altogether consonant with 
the dignity of his “merino frock-coat, 
nankeen trousers, and white umbrella.’’ 
He would have regarded Mr, Douglas s 
leisurely peregrinations as trying to his 
own Gargantuan aim—namely, to visit 
every famous spot in Italy. Yet they 
would have found something in common— 
an honest love of pees nature, a nice 
discrimination in the matter of wines, a 
desire to leave the beaten track, For Mr. 
Douglas the last object was easy of attain- 
ment ; for Italy in war-time, rationed in 
food and almost deprived of coal, was not 
the happy hunting gtound of English and 
American tourists. Witness the author's 
long and painful search for pre-war-time 
macaroni. He makes no secret that he is 
one who would live delicately.” He savours 
the delights of life, the pleasant scenes 
of Mentone, Viareggio, and sunny Olevano, 
or the siren-land of Sorrento in the soft- 
ness of the Italian spring. Not the streets 
of these towns, but the richly-wooded 
heights that surround them, entice him 
over dusty roads to the coolness that lies 
beyond, and the simple life of peasant- 
folk, to most of whom the war is a night- 
mare. 

This book is utterly unlike a guide-book, 
and its finish makes it something far 
beyond a collection of jottings*or reminis- 
cences. The soft Italian names ripple 
through its pages, and the author's pene- 
trating, and at times unkind, observations 
on customs and civilisation give a bracing 
tone to the whole. He is, perhaps, some- 
what of a poseur: he would have us 
believe that in his youth he was a gay dog 
and in his age is a-blasé cynic. He has some 
excuse. The war shattered many illusions 
and robbed life of much artificiality. 
People and practices are being tested in 
more searching fashion, and, with all the 
author's whimsicalities and playfulness 
and occasional hinted naughtiness, he is 
more than a mere dilettante writing for the 
amusement of himself and others.

PRE-CELTIC IRELAND. 

Ireland is the great pre-historic museum 
of Northern Europe, and an elaborate 
work on Ireland in pre-Celtic times by 
such a painstaking, accurate, and 
studiously unimaginative writer as Dr. 
Macalister is a truly valuable contribution 
ut, if archeologists 
who, in the interests of ‘science, quite 
laudably refrain from drawing on the 
imagination, desire to produce works of 
general interest, and to inspire the public 
with even a small fraction of the enthu- 
siasm which they feel for the dull and 
monotonous life of pre-historic man, 
they must consent to exercise greater dis- 
crimination than is general between 
matter which belongs properly to foot- 
notes or appendices, and what belongs 
or. ge J to the text. The body of the 
work should be devoted to the results of 
researches and to the theories founded 
upon them. The catalogues of finds at 
this and that place, and other such dr 
and uninteresting materials from which 
the patient archeologist laborfously draws 
his conclusions, should be reserved for 
notes in the smallest of print. 

If some such concession is not made to 
the public, then, despite all Dr. Mac- 
alister’s pathetic protests, the farmers of 
the Irish Free State will continue to knock 
down the ancient dolmens, plough up the 
cairns, and use the stones for building pur- 
poses. Their sons will make cock-shots of 
einerary urns, and the public will look on 
unmoved. We are going rapidly from the 
unbending iron age to the plaster-of-Paris 
and oil age of concession and compromise. 
So let archmologists meet modernists hal 
way. Several of the later chapters of/Dr. 
Macalister’s work are, however, compara- 
tively free—perhaps, as free as the sub- 
ject permits—of the fault indicated, and 
they are of absorbing interest. The 
chapters on “Social Organisation’’ and 
“ Religion’’ are of universal appeal. We 

1 genuinely welcome the volume which 
our author, as he tells us (this time in a 
modest foot-note), has in preparation on 
this subject. The present volume more 
be sustains Dr. Macalister's high reputa- 
tion.

RECENT FICTION. 

In this incursion into the field of novel 
writing, a writer in Irish, but thinly disguised 
as ‘‘ Máire,” comes off with flying colours.

Indeed, ' Mo Dhá Róisin ” 
may be read for pure pleasure, without any 
ulterior educational motive, which is more than 
one can say of most modern writing in irish. 
That en passant we gain a knowledge of racial 
idiom is but natural. An amusing instance of 
this is when Labhras, the native speaker. says, 
in stumbling English, to the meeting“ The 
treasurer will pay himself’-—the literal transla. 
tien of the Irish “ Diolfadh an cistedir é 
féin,” but meaning, of course, that the honour 
of the office maul be its own reward. It took 
Réisin, however, some time to explain to 
Labhras the laugh that greeted his words, It 
is a matter for regret that the story should end 
on the tragic note which obsesses Irish writers. 
“Máire” writes with ardent sympathy for the 
Easter Rebellion. He will not be the last to 
draw inepiration from ite heart-breaking 
tragedy, though everyone will not regard it, as 
he does, in the light of victory. The novel has 
one great fault—it is too short.

Having had previous ex- 
perience of Mr. Lloyd George's. skill 
as a political tactician, many people 
jumped to the conclusion that he 
would precipitate a general election next 
month. His threefold slogan would be 
‘Irish peace, world disarmament, and 
domestic economy.” His visit to Cannes 
seemed to provide further evidence of his 
intentions. The Prime Minister proposed, 
it was ‘said, to hold an economic con- 
ference, in which beth Germany and Russia 
would take part, in order to be able 
to proclaim to the country next month: 
“I am making a supreme effort to révive 
European trade and to provide work for 
every honest citizen.” With all these 
popular planks in his platform, it was 
argued, Mr. Lloyd George would be almost 
certain of another triumph, such as he 
won in the winter of 1918. The man who 
won the war would appear before the voters 
as the only man who could consummate 
the peace. 

It is quite possible. that Mr. Lloyd 
George has decided that his hour “has 
struck once more. The vigorous state 
ment which has been made by Sir George 
Younger, however, must give him pause. 
Sir George Younger is the. head of the 
‘Unionist Party machine, In the House 
of Commons 359 members of the Coalition 
belong to his party, whereas the: Coali- 
tion Liberals can muster only 126. Out 
side the House of Commons his influence 
is even greater. To all intents and pur- 
poses, he is the Unionist Party, and his 
‘views may be taken as the official Unionist 
opinion. Sir George Younger is opposed 
resolutely to an early election. The 
Government, he says, must remain in 
office for two full sessions in order to 
redeem the pledges which it gave to the 
country three years ago. He lays great 
stress on the necessity of reform in the 
House of Lords. Only on the understand- 
ing that the Upper Chamber would be re- 
constituted at an early date did ‘the 
Unionist Party give its assent to the 
Representation of the People Act, which 
made such enormous. changes in the 
franchise. Furthermore, he declares, the 
pledge in regard to Ireland has not yet 
been fulfilled, and the Government s task 
will not be finished until the Act con- 
stituting this country a Free State is on 
the-Statute Book. The Irish issue is still 
on the knees of the gods. Dail Eireann 
is making very little headway with the 
motion for the Treaty s ratification ; and, 
in ‘Sir George Younger’s opinion, an 
appeal to the country should not even be

Postal! Reform. 


Our Irish commercial bodies are serving 
the public by their persistent efforts to 
make the Post Office do its duty.

Tourists and Peace. 


An announcement which we make to- 
day deserves some attention from Dail 
Eireann, The establishment. of an early 
peace in Ireland will be followed by a 
large influx of foreign visitors during the 


coming summer. Thousands of Britons 


are anxious to renew a long-interrupted 
acquaintance with our wayward, but 
charming, land. America is thirsting to 
invade our shores. She is full of money, 
which she is arZious to spend ; ana, apart 
from her sons’ anxiety to see Ireland, 
Queenstown has become once more a most 
convenient landing-place for the tour of 
Europe. Already one party of five 
hundred Americans has arranged to visit 
us in batches of fifty. There is a prospect, 
indeed, that the summer of 1922 may be 
the most profitable tourist season that our 
Irish hotels, railways, and traders ever 
have enjoyed. Everything will depend, of 
course, upon the coming of peace. A 
visit to a settled Ireland, proud of her 
new nationhood, humming with new activi- 
ties, will be an ideal experience for her 
friends in all countries. An Ireland 
still seething with unrest and dis- 
located by external and internal 
quarrels will attract nobody. No sane 
American will pay steamship and hotel 
expenses in order to find a jaded Dail 
Eireann discussing “ Document No, 75.’’

The Hartlepool Fire. 


Hartlepool is a luckless town) It was 
bombarded by the Germans in‘ 1914 and 
now eighty acrcs of its pleasant site have 
been devastated by fire. In mere extent 
there can have been few larger conflagra- 
tions in England: since the Great Fire of 
London. The outbreak occurred in a 
timber yard on Wednesday afternoon and 
raged for more than twelve hours. ‘The 
flames travelled across the railway under 
pressure of a heavy gale, attacked a 
quarter occupied by working-class families, 
and swallowed whole rows ‘of the little 
houses. No lives were lost, but five 
hundred persons have been left homeless. 
The damage, including the destruction of 
some 500,000 railway a Bonet is estimated 
at a million pounds; and, unfortunately, 
many of the sufferers had invested all their 
savings im their vanished house-property. 
Fire brigade after fire brigade hurried to 
Hartlepool from neighbouring towns of. 
that thickly populated district, until no 
fewer than twenty-eight of them were in 
action; and, but for their efforts, the 
whole town might have been consumed. 
The calamity reminds us that science and 
all the resources of civilisation have not 
made society immune from such ancient 
dangers as fire and flood. In the future, 
no doubt, the art of town-plannirg will 
make widespread conflageations impos- 
sible; but in a settled country like + 
land the town-planner must move slowly. 


AIRCRAFT DESIGNS. 


MORE COMFORTABLE 
MACHINES NEEDED. 


The first aeroplanes in this country .to be 
designed with a definite end in view were those 
entered for the British Military Aeroplane 
trials, the conditions for which were published 
just 10 years ago. These conditions (as was 
recalled by Wing-Commander Beatty in a 
lecture on “Specialised Aircraft” before the 
Royal Aeronautical Society yesterday) called 
for two-seater machines carrying a load of 
350 Ibs., in addition to fuel for hours at a 
speed of not less than 55 miles an hour.

As I write the decision of the Dail has 
not been made known, but the report. that 
the agreement may be rejected has caused 
despondency among the best friends of 
Ireland in London. The enthusiasm, with 
which the signature of the agreeinent was 
greeted by a large section of the public 
here has been dissipated by the long- 
drawn-out discussions in Dublin. Evidence, 
moreover, is daily accumulating, chiefly 
through the reports of private persons, 
of the innumerable breaches of the truce 
that have taken place, and the feeling is 
beginning to spring up that the mis- 
government of Ireland in the past was 
due less to mistakes of the English than 
to the intransigeance of the~ Irish. The 
kidnapping of Mr. Kay will, I am afraid, 
tend to strengthen that impression. 

Rather a damper has: been thrown upon 
the supposed enthusiasm for an early 
general election by Sir G. Younger's out- 
spoken statement, to which 1 reierred yes- 
terday. It is recognised that if, as seems 
certain, his views reflect those of the great 
majority of the Unionist Party, the Prime 
Minister would be rushing upon.his fate if 
he dared to flout them. In that event, 
Sir George declared, a great number of 
Unionist candidates would refuse to stand 
upon the Coalition “ ticket.” but would 
declare themselves ‘ Independents.” 

It is, perhaps, worthy of note that 
Commander Locker-Lampson, at present 
Unionist member for Huntingdonshire, 
proposes’ at the next general election to 
transfer his affections to the Handsworth 
Division of ‘Birmingham, and that, in 
addressing the Unionist Assogtation of his 

rospective constituency, he described 
himself not Coalitionist, a Unionist, 
or even a Conservative, but as an “ Im- 

rial Democrat.” The Commander is 
Parliamenta private secretary to Mr. 
Chamberlain, and has, presumably, not 
taken this step without his chief- 
approval. 


THE LIBERAL PARTY. 


Apparently the tentative advances re 
cently made in Manchester towards a re- 
union of the Liberal Party under Mr. 
Lloyd George's banner have not met with 
any substantial success. The “ Wee Frees — 
still cannot forgive the Prime Minister fr 


having ousted Mr. Asquith, even though 1°: 


is an open secret that some of them would 
welcome the retirement of the old man of 
the wait-and-see, as he has been called. 
They may also have a notion that the 
Lloyd George star is not now in the 
ascendant, and that this would be the 
wrong time to link their futures with his. 

Be that as it may, they have apparently 
determined to “fight their own corner, ' 
and to that end have called upon Lord 
Gladstone to organise their forces. Senti- 
mental, as well as practical, reasons have 
dictated this course. The name of Glad- 
stone still carries a certain amount 
weight with the older members of 
party, and Lord Gladstone, as 
youngest son of the Grand Old Man, may 
reawaken dormant enthusiasm among 
many who have been alienated by the 
Socialistic leanings of latter-day Radi- 
calism. As Chief Whip of the party from 
1899 to 1905, Lord Gledetenin ad, more- 
over, a good deal to do with the Liberal 
triumph of 1906, and, though he is not 
likely to repeat his success on anything 
like the same scale, he may help to make 
the “Frees’’ in the future a Vittle less 
Wee. 

Much will depend upon whether he and 
his able lieutenant, Sir Robert Hudson, 
can come to any arrangement with the 
Labour Executive as to the avoidance of 
three-cornered contests. There is not the 
least likelihood of any formal fusion so 


long as Labour retains its present pro- 


grammé; but there seems te be no reason 
why “ Libs’’ and “‘ Labs” should not so 
distribute their candidates as to avoid 
throat-cutting competition, and to achieve 
the object which both of them have at 
heart—the defeat of the present Govern- 
ment. : 

Mr. Asquith has consented to make a 
speech in the City to the National Assecia- 
tion of Merchants and Manufacturers at 
the Cannon street Hotel on January 19th.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THEIR 


COMFORT, 


An important new Order has been issued 
by the Ministry of Agriculture entitled the 
** Exportation and Transit of Horses, Asses and 
Mules Order of 1921,” the object of which is 
the better regulation of the traffic in horses 
by sea and rail, with a view to the protection 
a the animals against avoidable suffering. 

The Order is complementary to the Exporta 
tian of Horses Acts, 1910 ms é 


1914, which pro- 
hibit the shipment of any horses from this 
oountry to the Continent, of Europe únless they 
have n passed by a Veterinar r 
of the Ministry as fit to travel and fit for work. 
The arrangements for the administration of 
these Acts were reorganised in the spring of 
this year, when whole-time Veterinary Inspec- 
tors of the Ministry were appointed to carry 
out the inspections at all the regular ports 
of shipment, and such a standard of fitness was 
established that the shipment of any worn- 
out or decrepit horse has been entirely stopped. 

The new Order pursues this matter further 
by describing a certain standard to which the 
fittings of all vessels engaged in the transport 
of horses by sea from this country are required 
to conform, and lays down clearly the provision 
which is to be made for feeding and watering 
the animals during the passage. Amongst other 
provisions the Order definitely prohibits the 
carriage of horses, asses or mules during the 
winter months except under a permanent deck 
cover. Much has n done during the past 
12 months to improve the —— of veasels 
engaged in this trade. The new Order imposes 
the April next as the time limit within 
which all vessels’ so used will be required to 


conform to the new standard. \ 


In addition, the Order re-enacts with certain 
improvements the existing provisions relating 
to the carriage of horses by rail, from the 
point of view of the prevention of avoidable 
suffering.

WIFE POISONING CHARGE.
